Be a member of the 
Snohomish County Noxious Weed Control Board. 

The Board has 3 openings for District 2, 3 and 4.  Refer to map for description of each district.  
Members meet 6 times a year for about an hour.  Mileage will be reimbursed.   

You will have your voice heard on: 

• Developing the county noxious weed list 
• Setting local weed control priorities 
• Holding hearings as needed 
• Evaluating budgets 
• Advising and providing oversight of the Weed Coordinator duties 
• Assuring that weed enforcement actions are carried out if needed to protect resources 

Applicants engaged in agriculture practices, such as farming, forestry, livestock production, 
nursery production, or aquaculture will be given preference.   Board members serve for 4 years.
